This is a fact 
‘ the Wherrys of

Those who have insisted for 
five years we ought to have gone 
to war in China are now hoist by 
the petard of Korea. 

We could have had from 
Chiang Kai-shek possibly ten 
trustworthy divisions. They, 
measured against the vastness of 
China and the fact Soviet sup- 
plies could flow to Chinese Com- 
munist armies as easily as they 
flow to the Koreans, would have 
left us committed to send jhere 
an army of at least a million 
men, plus enormous air power 
and the necessary supply lines 
and men and ships to maintain 
them. 


Decision 


The Army kngw we could not 
commit this nation to a full-size 
war on the continent of Asia 
and not thereby abandon any 
chance of holding Europe. 
sia could leave the business of 
war in China to the battle-tested 
troops of Mao Tse-tung, the Chi- 
nese Communist leader, and to 
those recruited from Korea, Man- 
churia and the Mongolias. We 
would have had to have a huge 
force of ships to sustain them. 
The Soviet Union would have 
been able to keep us engaged 
and not use any of her own 
strength in the doing. 

So, it was determined in the 
event of a world war we would 
not make a major defense on 
either Okinawa, Formosa or Ko- 
rea. Japan also was of dubious 
defensive valugs because of the 
necessity of supply and of feed- 
ing her teeming, hungry popula- 
tion. She was, and is, a special 
problem. 

We are fighting in Korea—but 
there is yet no world war. We 
are fighting there as a United 
Nations force with the hope we 


may thereby avoid a world war. | 


But, the fighting proves our mili- 
tary planners and our State De- 
partment to have been right. We 
could not hold Korea in a world-| 
war. They have been greatly 
abused for their position, which 
now is sustained. 


Asia 

We cannot fight a war on con- 
tinental Asia. What we can do 
toward creating a force of Japa- 
nese and organizing diplomatic 
and military co-operation in the 
fringes—in Japan, Indo-China, 
Indonesia, Malaya, Pakistan and 
India, and the Philippines—re- 
mains to be seen. That in itself 
is a huge, complicated task in- 
volving Communist oppesition 
and new, hot nationalisms. 


Geographers long have pointed 


eut the enormous land mass of | 


Asia and Europe. Conquerors 
have dreamed of holding all that 
incredible stretch of land and 
the uncounted millions of 
peoples for use in armies and 
factories. The German Kaiser 
had it in mind. Hitler lusted for 
it. Now, the Soviets have 
united it with Communism from 
the fraven reaches of their own 
lands down through the Mon- 
golias, China and into the West 
with Poland, Romania, Bulgaria, 
Hungary, Czechoslovakia and 
Albania. Their power is strong 
in other countries. Had we 
moved to the continent of Asia, 
all Europe would have been lost. 


Error 

Highlighted by events is one 
major error and one cynical be- 
traval. Because of the emotions 
of alliance, we never let the 
American people or their allies, 
know the true facts about China. 
Because of the hope for a co- 
operating world and indications 
of like desire on the part.of the 
Soviets, we trusted too much 
their word and their pledges. In 


1945 there was reason to believe | 


the Russians were looking for- 
ward to agreement. General 
Dwight Eisenhower was but one 
who heard from Stalin himself 
talk of working together and of 
friendship. That was 1945. By 
1946 we n to see the break. 
Today it is easy to speak of those 
who hoped in 1945 as fools, or 
worse. 

We will have to pay the price 
and, more important, willing 
to pay it. A part of that price is 
going to be that we will have to 
become a semi-military nation, 
spending much of our budget on 
preparedness for aggression. The 
world we knew up te 1914 is gone.

Aimed at Pusan 


TOKYO, Wednesday, July 26— (AP) — Communist 
troops have loosed a lightning drive along Korea’s south 
coast which has swept to within 70 miles of the main supply 

rt of Pusan, late reports said Wednesday. 

The North Koreans cut loose with this punch while 
exerting heavy pressure all along the front, overwhelming 
strategic Yongdong and driving the American defenders 


two miles to the east. 

The late reports to Tokyo said 
one spearhead of the Reds’ Fourth 
Division had reached the edge of 
Hadong, near the south coast and 
only 70 miles west of Pusan on the 
southeast coast. 

The good rail and highway city 
of Sunchon on the south coast, 
with its peninsular port of Yosu, 
had been bypassed in this eastward 
lunge. : | 

At Hadong the Reds were 15 
miles northeast of Sunchon and 
75 miles south of American posi-'| 
tions near Yongdong. Another 
spearhead of the Communist 
fourth was seven miles southwest 
of Sunchon. 

Another column in this same 
wide sweep has pushed along an 
east-west-road to Hamyang, which 
is due north of Hadong and 44 
miles south of Yongdong, the late 
reports said. 

Thus the Reds had three prongs 
headed toward Pusan across the 
base of the shrinking U. S. posi-'

July 25—U.P)—“"They seem like a bunch of cat- 
tle being driven over hills and valleys. 

‘‘there’s a guy behind them with a gun, saying: 

. “Keep on going or I'll blow your head off.’ ” 


The weary lieutenant, who had been in the 
thick of front-line fighting in the Yongdong area 
for three days, shook his head in bewilderment 
as he told how North Korean troops drove his 
platoon off a hill position.

Can t Buy Pennant baseball’s stability is the fact that 


no one can buy a pennant. Tom Yawkey has proved that. 

The Red Sox owner has spent at least $5,000,000 in the: last few 
years to get the best talent, but this talent has won only one 
pennant since 1918. That was in 1946 making it a little matter of 
28 years between championships. 

The wealthy Mr. Wrigley hasn’t been able to buy a pennant 
for his Cubs since 1945. They have been settling for last place in 
1948 and 1949 but should fare better this season. 

The lastest case is the Pirate’s new ownership. They raised 
enough money to invest as much as $5,000,000 in new talent. 
They even turned loose $100,000 for an 18-year-old high-school 
star who has yet to prove he is worth $18. The $5,000,000 at the 
end of three years has left the Pirates in a desperate struggle 
to finish out of the cellar. 

The cellar is where they'll probably finish. In manager Meyers 
the Pirates have one of the smartest leaders in baseball. That 
didn’t help either. It was certainly not Meyers’ fault. It wasn't 
the owners’ fault. They spent their cash lavishly. In 1948 it began 
to look as if the Pirate owners were going to buy a flag. They 
made a strong showing. They looked so good in 1948 that many 
picked them to finish 1+2 in 1949.. The owners spent new money 
in 1949—but the Pirates took a dizzy dip. They spent more money 
for 1950—and took an even deeper slide. 

No wonder owner Frank McKinney decided to bolt the scene. 
When you buy a pretty fair club and put $5,000,000 extra into it 
and drop from the first division to last place, it is time to retire, 

Branch Rickey has never had a bank roll with which to 
work. But while winning pennants in later years he also has 
been selling talent at a profit. On the side such comparatively 
poor men as Connie Mack and Clark Griffith, plus the Browns 
and White Sox owners, have little chance to compete with the 
richer clubs.

In view of the four spade 
bid, it was reasonable to as- 
sume that West had eight spades, 
or at the very least, seven. He 
had followed to three heart 
leads which would leave- him 
with an original holding of only 
two, or at most three cards in 
the club and diamond suits. 
Therefore, declarer saw that he 
was in a position ta compel West 
to do for him what he might 
be unable to do for himself. 


South cashed the ace and king 


of diamonds and then dummy’s 
ace of clubs. When West failed 
to follow to the second lead, 
South’s diagnosis was confirm- 
ed and the count of West’s hand 
became established. Since West 
was known to have had only 
one club, and one diamond and 
had played to three hearts, it 
followed that he hed exactly 
eight spades. So with complete 
assurance, declarer cashed the 
spade ace and put West on lead 
with the nine of spades. West, 
of course, had nothing to re- 
turn but a spade, which dummy 
ruffed, declarer discarding his 
losing diamond. A club ‘had to 
be surrendered to East at the 
end but only after declarer had 
scored 11 tricks.

Russia has a minimum of 175 divisions 
ready to throw into the field at any mo- 
ment. This country has 10 divisions, all 
under strength. . 

In the democratic countries of Western 
segs Pare are but 15 divisions to oppose 
any et invasion, Mostly, they are ill- 
equipped. At least 35 Western divisions are 
said to be necessary to hold the Russians 
until our forces could get there. 

Russia has an estimated 370 submarines, 
many of which are the latest type. We 
have less than a third that number. 

Russia is building military airplanes 
several times as fast as this country. Tac- 
tical aviation, woefully weak here, has been 
highly developed by the Red Army. 

The Soviets have 40,000 tanks—seven

Is Sufficient 


Harry L. Wise, editor-owner of The 
Gordon County News at Calhoun, is a 
candidate for State Representative in a 
run-over election being held today. Mr. 
Wise is an avowed Talmadge man and has 
made no bones about it. 

In fact, he has been telling Gordon 
Countians that they had better elect him 
to assure maximum benefits from the 
State in the next four years. 

It seems that some folks opposed to his 
election have been, as he puts it, “scoff- 
ing at the claim” that he can do more for 
his county than his opponent. 
been saying that the State Highway De- 
partment has been taken out of politics 
and that highway money will be allocated 
to all counties on the same basis.

Board, elected by a pro-Talmadge legisla- 
ture on the recommendation of the present 
Governor, has the power to approve or 
disapprove any contract letting in the 
State, and the present board (the italics are 
ours), while made up of fine Jellows, is 
subject to political pressure and to resent- 
ment of any political enemies. 

“We bring this to your attention,” says 
the candidate, “in order that you may more 
intelligently make up your mind on who 

ou feel can serve Gordon County in the 
egislature most effectively at this time, 
and solicit your vote and support on our 
unbroken record of friendship with the 
present administration.” 

Thus, the candidate frankly lays it on 
the line, hoping that in the run-off today 
he will be his county’s choice. The de- 
cision, of course, is up to the citizens of 
Gordon County.

Even if the Korean war should spread 
no further it plainly is the first armed 
clash in the world struggle between de- 
mocracy and communism. 

And it has shown already that the 
Western countries, of which the United 
States is the leader, have been defeated 
on the propaganda front. 

Russian propaganda has penetrated 
even this country in the “Stockholm Peace 
Proposal.” In Europe, the situation is 
worse. People behina the Iron Curtain 
have been aroused to mass indignation by 
Russia’s branding this country as “im- 
perialist aggressor” in the Korean fighting. 


Russian peoples are not told, of course, 
that North Korea’s puppet government 
has been branded the aggressor by the 
United Nations. They are told that the 
South Koreans were first to cross the 38th 
parallel and that Communist North Ko- 
reans are merely fighting a “defensive ac- 
tion.” 

It ever will be thus with Soviet and 
Soviet-inspired aggression. It was so with 
Hitler. That is the way of dictatorial gov- 
ernments. . 

The CoAstitution long has urged the 
Voice of America be strengthened. That 
this has not been done is a major reason 
we find ourselves being outmaneuvered 
by the Kremlin in the bid for favorable 
world opinion, We should have learned 
from the last war that might in arms does 
not provide the ultimate decision in a con- 
flict.

Thrice the Senate 
Spanks McCarthy’ 


WASHINGTON—By three separate votes the 

Senate, to all intents and purposes, has im- 

peached Sen. Joseph McCarthy, Republican, Wis- 

consin, for perpetrating a “hoax and a fraud” upon the American 

people. That, in effect, is the only interpretation to be placed on 

the action, of the Senate in voting to accept the report of its special 

committee which spent some four months investigating the sen- 

sational McCarthy charges about Communists in the State Depart- 

ment—tharges which were found to be utterly irresponsible and 
fraudulant. 

McCarthy’s Republican colleagues in the chamber, seeking to 
protect him from the stigma of the action, fought vainly to prevent 
the report from being formally accepted. Three times they sought 
to have it referred back to committee on some technicality. Each 
time they were voted down by a solid Democratic majority, a rare 
Senate phenomena. 


. . The sorry spectacle of it all is that the 
Sorry Spectacle Senate, in the face of the evidence, should 
have divided along partisan lines in meeting the issue. All of the 
Republicans voted one way, while the Democrats, to a man, voted 
the other. The issue of integrity involved demanded a less partisan 
display. Although not a one of them rose to defend him, Mc- 
Carthy’s party colleagues put up a solid front in trying to shield 
him. 

Even those seven Republican liberals, led by Sen. Margaret 
Chase Smith, o{ Maine, who had denounced McCarthy for his con- 
scienceless smear tactics, relented to the point where they were not 
willing to accept the investigating committee’s severe indictment 
of him. It was as sorry a partisan scene as the Senate has wit- 
nessed in years. 

Whether the matter will go further than this remains to be 
seen. Sen. Millard Tydings, Democrat, Maryland, who headed the 
investigating committee, indicated clearly that he thought a mo- 
tion of censure, or even expulsion, would be in order. He said, 
however, he would not propose one himself, leaving it for Senators 
to “search their consciences” for remedial action. Censure could 
be ordered by a simple majority of those voting, while expulsion 


would require a two-thirds majority. 

Tydings put on a masterful performance in show- 
Masterful ing how the Wisconsin Senator had hoaxed and 
deceived the Senate and the American people by “false and vile 
charges.” One by one, be took up the charges and mercilessly 
exposed them as a fraud. To the McCarthy daily cry of “white, 
washing,” Tydings proceeded to show from the carefully docu- 
mented record “who has been whitewashing—whitewashing with 
mud, with slime, with filth, with the dregs of publicity.” 

In his original speech at Wheeling, W. Va., where he first 
made the charge about Communists in the State Department, Mc- 
Carthy had been quoted by the newspapers as saying: “I have here 
in my hand a list of 205 that were known to the Secretary of State 
as being members of the Communist party, and who, neverthe- 
less, are still working and shaping the policy in the State De- 
partment.” ° 

This is the original charge that set off the Senate investigation. 
Later McCarthy varied the number to 57 and 81. He denied to Sen. 
Tydings that he made the statement attributed to him at Wheeling, 
claiming that he had been misquoted. He also sought to tone down 
considerably the tenor of his remarks. 

But Tydings, in his thoroughgoing way, got affidavits from 
everybody concerned. He even got a recording of McCarthy’s voice 
in delivering the speech as well as subsequent statements on the 
subject. The effect of it all was to stamp the mouthy Wisconsin 


Senator as guilty of an unmitigated falsehood. 
Old List Tydings also showed to the satisfaction of any intel- 
ligent observer where McCarthy had taken an old 
list of names investigated three years ago and doctored it up to 
make it look fresh. It was a list of State Department employes 
which four separate committees of the Republican-controlled 
eightieth Congress had investigated and had found entirely satis- 
factory. This was another of the counts in the indictment against 
McCarthy for perpetrating a hoax and a fraud, which the commit- 
tee report charged in its findings. 

With the Senate’s acceptance of the report, this will probably 
be the end of the sorry business. Some would go further by offer- 
ing a formal resolution of censure or expulsion. But they will 
likely be restrained for fear of making a martyr of McCarthy. He 
ought to be kicked out. The crime and pity of his offense is that 
many people have been taken in by his irresponsible mutterings,

Can this be demonstrated? Hardly. The fact 
is that the committee, under direction of Senator 
Tydings, Democrat, Maryland, its chairman, gave 
Senator McCarthy, who alone brought the 
charges, days and weeks in which to present his 
case, which he did in elaborate and nauseating 
detail. 


Quite humanly, committee members became 
annoyed, as the Senator rambled on at his 
complete lack of proof. But they always ac- 
ceded te his repeated requests for more time, 
which in the end ently brought more of the 
same unsubstantiated stuff. 


One who has watched Congressional investi- 
gations for more than a quarter of a century can 
attest that this committee was far more patient 
with the Senator than any other investigative 
group in that time has been with private citizens. 
That probably comes under the license of what 
is known hereabouts as “Senatorial courtesy” 
«which is extended by members to one another. 

One by one, the committee went exhaustively 
into all cases submitted by the Senator, includ- 
ing an exploration of the files, and the three 
Democratic members constituting the majority— 
Senators Tydings, McMahon, Connecticut, and 
Green, Rhode Island, reported they found nothing 
to uphold his allegations and excoriated their 
Republican colleague. 

But there is another side of this cage which 
has been overlooked. That involves the public 
interest—and the Senate. 

To the extent that the committee did ques- 
tion Senator McCarthy as to his facts, it was 
not only entirely justified, but it would have 
failed in-its duty to the public, and itself, if it 
had not done so. It was justified, in fact, in 
going much further. 

Under the Constitution the Senate, as well

as the House, is the sole judge of its members. 
It has the duty to sit in judgment under the 
Constitution to protect both itself and the public, 
and this it has déne in many instances in its 
long history. It has called its members to ac- 
count. At times its judgment has gone so far as 
expulsion, at others to votes of censure. 
Senator McCarthy slandered citizens from be- 
hind his cloak of Congressional immunity. Be- 
cause of that immunity, these citizens and the 
public in general have no protection whatever 
in cases of this kind. That makes it incumbent 
upon Congress, in whichever branch the breach 


of public interest occurs, to assume its duty to 


protect the constitutional rights of citizens, as 
well as to protect itself so that it will not lose 
the public confidence necessary for the proper 
exercise of its functions in our system. 


Never in the history of Congress has one 
member traduced so many private citizens 
without reason. In normal times, with an 
absence of the emotion and prejudice that 
suffuses these times, he would have been 
called more strictly te account, as others 
have been, and by members of his own 
party as well. 


The Republican position is somewhat hard to 
understand, even if you dismiss it as mere poli- 
tics designed either to take a fellow member 
off the hook, or to keep alive the rumors he 
circulated for effect in the Fall elections, or both. 
The give-away of the weakness of this case is 
that no one has arisen to defend the Wisconsin 
Senator. You can find out from cloakroom con- 
versation what most of his Republican colleagues 
really think of his performance. The resort, 
instead, is to technicalities, a round-about ap- 
proach, a defense by indirection without going 
to the root of the matter.

‘A Well-Fed True-Believer’ 


NEW YORK—John Gunther is rated by some persons as a historian and even 


as a scholar. 


In my opinion Gunther is a potboiler and incapable of respectable 


opinion concerning the late Franklin D. Roosevelt, because he is politically and 


psychologically devoted to the myth which, 


in the minds of idolators, amounts to 


a Diety. From the literary standpoint, I suggest that if the same meager skill with 
words and thought had been applied to the attack on the Long regime, Gunther 


scarcely would have been heard of. 

On the other hand, John T. Flynn, though 
baited with, lies and other bitter persecutions 
imputing a vicious character, though forcibly 
Suppressed by a political conspiracy, by his in- 
domitable brilliance, courage and integrity, has 
risen to eminence as a historian of fact wielding 
a pen that knows no brother, to say nothing of 
an idol. 


A number of mediocre writers, men who as 
young ones were actually brilliant on newspaper 
rewrite, came to renown as book authors during 
the Roosevelt reign simply because they threw 
in with the Mahatma. All were open to suspicion 
with the motto “If you can’t lick ’em, join ’em.” 
It had come out of the Louisiana swamps with 
Huey Long and had beén repeated in Washing- 
ton as-often in earnest as in jest. 


Gunther's writing as writing is slightly 
better than the hurried newspaperese of the 
Press Association and the City Room, espe- 
cially in these days of Chinese cliches such as 
“the House-approved Administration measure” 
and “hospitalized were,” 


But I must not harbor a suspicion that Gun- 
ther’s admiration of Roosevelt has been insincere. 
I can't see how an intelligent man could be so 
badly, mistaken without a firm effort of the will, 
but he may Have heard that I was in the hire of 
the National Association of Manufacturers and 
done me the justice of rejecting that slander for 
the kinder opinion that I was just benighted and 
denied the grace of Divine, or at least occult, 
revelation. 4 

I am _ considering, however, some _ strange 
sounds in the great song of praise that Mr. Gun- 
ther has written, called “Roosevelt in Retrospect.” 
I know he professes to have written as an im- 
partial historian, but the pervading note is that 
this is a tribute to a great man. 

The language on the jacket speaks affection- 
ately of Roosevelt's faults, “Factors on the de- 
merit side,” it says, “and others.” Then, whether 

s “factors on the demerit side” or as “others,” it 
records: “How he loved to talk, and why. He 
loved to break precedents. He loved to laugh.” 
If those were selected as “demerits,” surely 
Gunther dealt not harshly with him. 

The first line of text, though obviously meant 
as a hushed tribute to great wisdom, standing 
there alone, is so trite and banal that it shocks 
even one whose reverence for F. D. R. is meager. 

It reads thus: “It takes a long time to build 
the past up to the present. Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt.” Confucius slept calmly through that 
one. 

A little later, after listing Roosevelt's qualifi- 
cations for statesmanship, Gunther writes: “Also 
he had plenty of bad qualities—dilatoriness, two- 
sidedness (some critics would say plain dishon- 
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esty), pettiness in some personal relationships, a 
cardinal lack of frankness (for which, however, 
there was often good reason), inability to say no, 
love of improvisation, garrulousness, amateurism, 
and what has been called ‘cheerful vindictive- 
ness.’ Amateurism? In a peculiar way, yes. But 
do not forget that he was the most masterfully 


expert politician ever to function in this Republic.” 


There is not room to analyze those flaws, but 
Gunther spared the whip, and even with his 
mitigations hurriedly put in parens, they make 
a mighty indictment. And his gratuitous tribute 
to Roosevelt’s* political mastery already is 
drowned in the gunfire and the dying whimpers 
of homesick little boys in Korea, with more evil 
medicine brewing in East Germany. Was it po- 
litical mastery or a satanic genius that produced 
these premonitory notes in a colossal tragedy? 


“He was not even an intellectual,” Gunther 
says. “‘He had a few ideas. ... He lacked whole- 
ness of soul. ... He almost never had abstract 
thoughts at all. I once asked someone very much 
on his side who was as well qualified to know 
as anybody, ‘Just how does the President think’? 
The answer was, ‘My dear Mr. Gunther, the 
President never ‘thinks.’ ”’ 

I will not labor the profundity of that ques- 
tion, so typical of the pretentiousness that passed 
for intellectual process in the cult. I only stick 
a pen in it: “Just how does the President think?” 


Now we read an appalling and truthful list 
of Churchill's manipulations of a man trusted 
by the people of the United States as yo other 
ever was. 


“Churchill,” we are told, “ ‘armed’ Roosevelt 
with patient lessons; he laid the framework for 
the destroyer transfer; he ceaselessly cajoled, 
explored, exhorted; he wheedled him, encouraged 
him and called out, sternly, ‘Do it now’; he 
prompted Roosevelt in the idea for lend-lease, 
on the celebrated 19-point letter of December, 
1940; he kept at him artfully through his Am- 
bassador in Washington; he analyzed history for 
him as he made it, in documents of unprecedent- 
ed insight, brilliance, variety and vigor.” 

All this, be it remembered to the end, that 
Churchill could rejoice at Pearl Harbor with his 
classical exultation that this calamity was the 
fulfillment of his struggle, his yearnings and his 
pravers. 

And yet Gunther says it must not be thought 
that Roosevelt was a dupe. 

“The Churchill salesmanship was masterly; 
but FDR did not need to be sold on major 
premises.” 

These are samples from a text which bids us 
ignore Pegler and other forthright heretics and 
damn this preparation of our doom out of the text 
of a well-fed true-believer.

so said Rep. Walter K. Granger, Democrat, Utah. He wondered if Secretary of 
Agriculture Charles F. Brannan, the proprietor of the biggest pile of butter the world has ever 
known, agreed about the habits of Vermont's cows and/or people. 


“There is some evidence they are doing just 
that,” reported the greatest hoarder of all time. 


The big, bald secretary was quick to point 
out that his hoarding of hundreds of millions of 
pounds of food was strictly involuntary. 


He'd bought butter, eggs, cheese and milk 
by the trainloads to hold up. the prices, as 
per Congressional order. Now he was ap- 
pearing before the House Agriculture Com- 
mittee to ask the gentlemen kindly to tell 
him, before it spoiled, what te do with the 
stuff. 


I regret to report that he got no very good 
advice. Take butter, from Vermont, and prac- 
tically everywhere else: Brannan now has 192,- 
000,000 pounds of it and every week he buys 
9,000,000 pounds more at 60 cents a pound. He's 
about to run out of cool places in which to put it. 


Rep. Clifford Hope, Republican, Kansas, had 
an idea. He figured that if every week each 
man, woman and child would spread an extra 
ounce of butter on his bread, Brannan wouldn't 
have to buy any more. Why, asked the gentle- 
man from Kansas, doesn't the Agriculture De- 
partment put on an advertising campaign to get 
people to eat more butter? 


It wouldn’t work, said Brannan. The butter 
people make the best butter they know how. 
They put it in packages that are works of art. 
They extol its virtues in every possible way, 
except possibly skywriting. But how are you 


- 


going to get more people to eat more butter 
when it costs 70 cefts a pound? ~- 

What this country needs, said he, is the Bran- 
nan plan to get rid of its surpluses. This is the 
scheme, in case you've forgotten, whereby the 
price of butter at the store would drop to world 
levels of around 32 cents per pound, but you'd 
pay for it again via the tax collector, who'd fore 
ward the extra take to the farmer. The Cone 
gressmen’ mostly took a dim view of that. 

Only other thing then, Brannan added, is te 
pass another law allowing him to pay the freight 
on the butter he wants to give away to charity 
and school lunchrooms. This would include e 
further charge for cutting the butter into pieces 
small enough for the average fellow to handle. 
A 64-pound cube, he said, is too big to be of 
much use, even in a big kitchen.

Morning has come to the Bloodworth Health Farm, a new 
retreat estgblished for those who need rest, quiet nou ent, 
laughter, and the magic potion of faith in God and themselves. 


The Health Farm is no hospital, no detention home for per- 
sons on their sodden way to greater physical and spiritual dark- 
ness. It is a cheerful, carefully ordered refuge for those who need 
wage’ and encouragement, while they knit their way back to 
normalcy. 


Dr. Venice Bloodworth is an amazing little woman with the face 
and figure of a youngster, a Ph. D. in psychology, an ov 


list of patients, and a vast awe of the wondrous capacities of 


human beings. She established the Health Farm to take care of the 
endless persons who need somewhere to go to shake off their old 
habits, their old depressing environments, and to find a mew at- 
mosphere to make new patterns of living stick. 


“Anybedy who needs help is welcome,” Dr. Bleodworth says, 
“whether they are convalescent from an operation, too fat, too 
thin, nervous, worried, or simply’ looking for a change of scenery 
to get a new perspective on life.”

Dr. Bloodworth herself divides her time between the Farm and 
her downtown office, accomplishing more than soft air, quiet, 
good food and security by her conversational interviews when she 
visits the patients each day. 

Mr. Bloodworth, a railroad man, and the gardeners look after 
the acreage of the farm, providing home-grown vegetables, fresh 
milk, and keeping the horses groomed for anybody who would 
like to ride down the country roads. The Farm is Mr. Blood- 
worth’s hobby. 

His wife has been a great favorite in the Parent-Teacher speak- 
ing circuit, is a teacher of para-psychology, seeking always to know 
more of the natural laws of nature and how best to use them.

So, when I spell 
it iodine I refer to the medi- 
cme; but when I refer to the 
food I spell it iodin. 

That iodin is food in the full- 
est sense of the word should be 
manifest when you define food: 
“Nutritive material absorbed or 
taken into the body of an organ- 
ism which serves for purposes 
of growth, work or repair and 
for the maintenance of the vital 


processes.” 

Thus an “organism”—you, for 
instance—may subsist or live 
or work (function) for only a 
limited time or only  ineffi- 
ciently on a diet that is defi- 
cient in any of the elements or 
nutritive materials required to 
maintain the vital processes. 
As we have learned in the past 
30 years, adequate daily ra- 
tions or allowances of certain 
minerals and vitamins, as well 
as protein, carbohydrate (starch 
and sugar) and fat, are essen- 
tial “for purposes of growth, 
work or repair and for the 
maintenance of the vital proc- 
esses.” 

Now I submit all this is ele- 
mentary physiology, and the 
doctor who “had a fit” when the 
patient asked about the iodin 
ration betrayed a petty spirit 
which is too common in the 
medical profession today. It is 
the same spirit as that which 
prompts many an eager operator 
to brand the modern ambulant 
treatment as “no good” or “dan- 
gerous” when some luckless cus- 
tomer evinces unwillingness to 
be lured into the hospital for 
hemorrhoidectomy or that an- 
cient and honorable dissection 
called herniotomy. 

I keep telling you poor gulli- 
ble geeks that the office injec- 
tion (ambulant) treatment for 
internal piles is as likely to cure 
or give satisfactory results as 
the radical hospital operation is, 
and the office injection (ambu- 
lant) treatment for rupture 
(breach, hernia) is as likely to 
cure or give satisfactory results 
as the radical hospital operation 
is.

Facts To Help You 


Bake Better 


Pies

Many calls have indicated pie baking is still a problem 
to homemakers so we've collected all the facts and rules. 
If you are having trouble check your techniques with these. 


Use cold ingredients in mak- 
ing pastry and pie crusts and 
handle them as little as pos- 
sible. All-purpose flour or pas- 
try flour are ueed. If cake flour 
is used the shortening is 6 table- 
spoons of shortening to 1% cups 
of flour. 

The object of cutting hard 
(but not brittle) shortening into 
flour in pie crust making is to 
have small uniform particles of 
fat coated with flour. This 
makes for a flaky, tender crust. 

The standard proportion of 
flour to shortening in pie crust 
is 1 cup sifted flour to 1/3 cup 
shortening. As little as 1/4 cup 
shortening may, however, be 
used, especially when soft wheat 
or cake flour is used. 

The prefefred method of add- 
ing water to pastry or pie crust 
is to sprinkle a teaspoon of 
water at a time over the flour 
into which the shortening has 


been cut. Toss mixture lightly, 


with a fork, just enough to 
make it hold together. 

Too much water in pie crust 
makes it tough and hard. Too 
little flour allows the crust to 
break too easily. 

Pastry is superior when it has 
been chilled thoroughly before 
rolling out to fit pie plates. 

Dust board or pastry cloth 
lightly with flour before rolling 
out dough. The rolling pin 
should be lightly floured, too. 
If pastry sticks lift it with a 
spatula and dust board or cloth 
with flour. 

For a two-crust pie, roll the 
pastry 2 inches larger than the 
plate; for a pie shell with fluted 
rim, allow another 2 inches. 
Fit pastry loosely, yet closely 
into pie plate, leaving no air 
bubbles underneath. 

CREAM PIES 

Equal parts of flour and corn- 
starch give best results in cream 

ies containing acid, such as 
emon. butterscotch, chocolate 
and orange.

BERRY PIES 

In berry pies made with fresh 
berries, w 2 tablespoons of 
flour to cups of berries. 
When canned fruit. is used, 
allow 2 tablespoons of flour to 
2 cups of berries and % cup of 
juice. Mix the flour and sugar 
together to avoid lumpiness and 
sprinkle them lightly over the 
berries, mixing carefully until 


puff pastes, increasingly larger 
amounts of fat are added per cup 
of flour used. A small amount 
of fat is incorporated first into 
the flour, then additional 
amounts are added by spreading 
it on thin layers of rolled out 
crust, folding the dough, and 
then rerolling.

HOT WATER PASTRY 

To make water pastry add 
1, teaspoon baking powder and 
sift with 242 cups of sifted flour 
and %4 teaspoon salt; add 4% cup 
boiling water to 2/3 to %4 cup 
shortening and beat them to- 
gether. Cool slightly. Add flour 
and stir to form soft dough. 
Form into ball, cover and chill,
